only through action at a town meet- 
ing can the matter be changed, 

The statement issued by Chair 
man Hardy was as follows: 

Monday, June 23, 1952, a gene- 
ral discussion of prefabricated 
houses took place at a hearing be- 
fore the board of selectmen. Per- 
mits had been issued by the build- 
ing inspector allowing the erection 
of the so called Gunnison houses 
in a portion of Shawsheen Villu;e. 
Many varied opinions were offered 
concerning this question, The se- 
lectmen took the question under 
advisement, and at a later meeting 
of the board agreed to submit the 
question to Professor Walter C. 
Voss, head of the department of 
building and construction at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. No _ indication of the 
opinion of the board of selectmen 
was given to Professor Voss, and 
I believe he approached the ques- 
tion from a purely objective stand- 
point, 

His answer follows: “In an- 
swer to your message of June 30, 
I see no reason why the building 
inspector could not issue a build- 
ing permit for a Gunnison prefab- 
ricated house as authorized in 
Paragraph 3, Section 7 of your 
building laws. 

Personally, the Gunnison house 
is in my opinion of excellent qua- 
lity and could be erected without 
any detriment to the community.’’ 

We are certain that this answer 
of Professor Voss’ will not be 
satisfactory to many of the people 
who attended the hearing. We be- 
lieve, however, that the matter can 
be changed only by a correction of 
the building laws at a regularly 
called town meeting.

‘May Lose Social 
Security Payment 


Some people in the Lawrence 
area will lose their rights to so- 
cial security lump-sum death pay- 
ments if they delay making a 
claim until after the end of this 
August. 

Miss Vose, manager of the Law- 
rence social security office, 
directs this statement to survivors 
of insured persons who died out- 
side the United States after Dec. 
6, 1941, and before Aug. 10, 1946. 
Most of these were men who died 
in active service during World War 
Il. 

‘In most cases, those who stand 
to lose the lump-sum payments 
are widows or other persons who 
paid the burial expenses for re- 
interment in the United States and 
who have not claimed social secu- 
rity benefits on the deceased per 
son’s account,’’ Miss Vose says. 

She advises all such people to 
get in touch with the Lawrence 
social security office at 202 Broad.
